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vey Oswald was innocent.” B 

“Oswald would never have 1 
been convicted in a court of H 
law,” Weisbergu said. 

A former Senate investiga- I 
tor, Weisberg was highly cri- | 
tical of the Warren probe s g 
procedures, and especially of 3 
its treatment of Oswald's wife, fj 
Marina. 

“Marina Oswald should not l 
have been called. She would not 
have been allowed to testify in 
any court,” he said. 

Weisberg said, that after she 
left the hospital where she 
learned of her husband’s death 
the FBI began “sweating her.” 

“They took 45 typewritten 
pages of testimony from her 
right after she became a wi- 
dow,” Weisberg said. 

“It's subhuman,” he charged. 

Weisberg said that the cap- 


ture of the “real murderers" 
is not his primary concern. 

“What I want is a judicial 
determination of fact; I want 
this before a court of law, 
Weisberg said. 

Weisberg said he did not 
want Kennedy buried with the 
“dubious epitaph of a fake’s 
inquest.”
